He tells of his father, a practi- 
cing country doctor who was 
born in Clinton, La., on the morn 
ing that town was captured by 
the Union forces. 


A young mother lay in the bed 
shielding a newborn infant of 
but a few hours when a Union 
captain entered the room demand- 
ing to know what was being hid- 
den under the covers. This army 
officer knew aH the tricks of con- 
cealment. 


Indignantly the young mother 
threw back the coverlet and pro- 
claimed “I have General Lee.” ` 


Properly abashed when he saw 
the young infant, the captain bow. 
ed his head and said softly “Mad- 
am, I apologjze. I have left one 
of my own at home.” 


He then withdrew his men from 
the property without further 
search. 

Thus began the life of Dr 
Emmett Lee Irwin Sr. His mother 
named her son for two great Rob- 
erts—Sir Robert Emmett, the 
great Irish patriot, and Robert 
Edward Lee, the adored general 
of all Southerners. 

The boy grew to manhood and 
became one of the best loved 
citizens of his community, serv- 
ing his fellowmen as a practic- 
ing physician.

Use the top soil to fill in around 
the roots. Well-rotted manure 
compost or leaf mold may be 
mixed with stiff soils to loosen 
it before it is put back in the

Never let roots of nursery trees 
dry out before or durjng plant- 
ing.

cultivating of your timber stands. 

Cutting down or girdling and 
poisoning cull hardwoods in pine 
stands will greatly improve the 
value of the pine stands. It will 
make for faster growth or th 
more desirable species. È 

Cutting down and sawing up 
these cull trees, including some of 
the oaks and hickories, can also 
bring in an additional farm in- 
come. Modern home building is 
offering a market for these woods 
to be used in open fire places. 

If the culls are to be sold 
fire woods, the trees should be 
sawed into 16 to 24 inch lengths 
and should be four to eight in. 
ches in diameter.
